A complete fingerprint apparatus has been installed 
in the cell room of the station, all officers have received 
instructions, and it has proved very valuable to the 
department. 


All regular and reserve officers attended an evening 
class, one night a week for a period of three months, 
under my supervision. This course of study consisted of 
text book and lectures covering the criminal laws of the 
state, instruction on investigation of crime, laws of evi- 
dence and detection and apprehension of criminals. 


Great consideration has been given to the safety of 
bicycle traffic in this community. A mass meeting of the 
bicycle riders ‘of the town was held at the Theron 
Metcalf Field. I personally addressed the gathering 
over loud speaking equipment. Having in mind the 
results of serious accidents of bicycle riders in other 
communities, and from my study of the causes of these 
disasters, I based my talk on the hazards they should 
avoid. After the lecture mimeograph copies were dis- 
tributed showing what to remember when riding your 
bicycle and the many “don’ts” which have caused so 
many accidents. Forty-two warnings were given to 
operators of bicycles for various violations on the high- 
way. With a record of no fatal accidents and but one 
injury reported, it appears that this community has been » 
very fortunate, and, if the effort of this department was 
in any manner helpful, it was our sincere purpose. 


In the enforcement of motor vehicle laws, a card 
system is used which provides a record of every vio- 
lation, and the circumstances surrounding each com- 
plaint. These cards are kept as a permanent record of 
the department. 4 


A case report system has been installed of all arrests 
and investigations made by the officers of this depart- 
ment. These records are made by the officers upon 
completion of their investigation, reports contain in 
detail the story of the case. These records are filed and 
are a permanent record of the department. 
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This department wishes to express through you, our 
sincere thanks to the people of Franklin for their support 
at our annual ball. The Franklin Police Relief Associa- 
tion was formed for the promotion of social intercourse 
among its members, and for mutual assistance, co- 
operation and protection. It is now working under an 
accepted set of by-laws with a working capital in their 
treasury. 


This report should not be concluded without com- 
menting upon the loyal cooperation and valuable services 
rendered by the officers of the department, who have 
made possible the substantial accomplishments of the 
year, nor without referring to the assistance given us 
by all branches and departments of the town. 

I estimate the necessary expenditures to operate this 
department for the year 1937 will be $13,400.00.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD 
OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


There was appropriated for the use of the Welfare 
Department in 1936 $50,000.00. Against this amount, our 
department received, as shown below, a total of 
$8,953.55. In order to make it clear in the minds of the 
townspeople, we wish at this time to explain that these 
receipts are not available for the use of our department. 
All receipts are turned in to the Excess & Deficiency 
Account. 


We have aided during the year 1936 298 cases, repre- 
senting approximately 860 persons. On Dec. 31, 1936 we 
had on our books 178 cases, 91 of which are recipients 
of Old Age Assistance. Because of the law reducing the 
age limit on Old Age Assistance to 65 years, we have 
more than doubled our case load and expenditures on 
that department. As provided by law, we,are receiving 
from the Federal government approximately 50 per cent 
reimbursement based on our monthly expenditures on 
Old Age Assistance. This money is given to the use of 
our department to be used for the payment of Old Age 
Assistance only. 


We have delivered during 1936 473% cords of wood 


to needy families.

REPORT OF THE WORKS PROGRESS 
ADMINISTRATION 


During the year 1936 the greatest number of persons 
employed at one time was 146. In May a general reduc- 
tion of quota was made throughout the State and our 
personnel was cut to 65. At present we have 84 persons 
on the payroll. 


From 4 to 16 men were employed on P.W.A. grade 
crossing and road construction projects located in Shar- 
on, Foxboro, Walpole and Medfield. The cost of trans- 
porting these men was $206.93. 


Several young women were given an 8 weeks course 
in care of the home, planning and serving meals, laundry 
work, etc. The instructions were held in Walpole and 
were given by trained supervisors on a Household Train- 
ing School project. $73.65 was spent for transportation 
of pupils. 


25 men have been employed since November on a 
State Roadside Beautification project on Route 140 and 
18 men on State-wide Sidewalks in Bellingham and 
Holliston. 


$67.28 was spent in connection with a Brown-tail 
Moth Control project sponsored by the State. 


Under E.R.A. in 1935 the Legion Hall was repaired 
and in connection with this a lumber bill of $115.45 was 
paid during 1936. $35.96 was paid for lumber used in the 
bath-house at the swimming pool.

ANNUAL REPORT OF 
PLAYGROUND COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Franklin: 


Not being able to obtain a W.P.A. project the past 
year, your committee continued the work of draining, 
grading and seeding Fletcher Field with money from the 
Fletcher Fund. 


With the exception of filling in the places that have 
settled where the sub-soil was soft and spongy, we find 
nearly 11 acres of the field completed. The cost of 
mowing and the care of the completed section increases 
irom wear or yeat, tius,ras wel eoeon, we have! less 
money to carry on the construction work. 
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Over fifty percent of the water that caused the swampy 
condition of the field came from the southeast corner. 
The water congregates. in this corner, being held back 
by a ledge that extends diagonally across this section 
of the field. It was the seepage from here down through 
the middle of the field that caused our greatest water 
hazard. By piping through the ledge and by the aid 
of side drains and wells this seepage has been eliminated 
with gratifying results. Last Fall heavily loaded trucks 
passed over sections where formerly a man could hardly 
pass. The trucks did practically no damage to the 
present turf. 7 


There was no pipe made for the playground the past 
vear. All of the 980 feet available was laid. A trench 
of 326 feet was dug in the ledge, five catch basins and 
wells were constructed, and about three acres finished, 
graded and seeded. 


It is the intention of your committee this coming year 
to get in touch with a playground architect to assure the 
proper laying out of the ground.

THIRTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE BOARD OF 
WATER AND SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the year all the remaining cement lined main 
pipes in the system were replaced with cast iron pipe. 
On Anthony, Lee, Stubbs and Reid: Streets—all the 
1144” wrought iron pipe was replaced with cast iron pipe. ° 
The new replacements of cement lined pipe with cast iron 
pipe were as follows:

As all of this work was done to replace the old pipe, the 
expense was carried on our books as main maintenance, 
material and labor. The total number of feet of 6” cast 
iron pipe laid-during the year was 5,180 feet. The dead 
end on Church Avenue was connected to West Street and 
the dead end on Howard Street was connected to Ar- 
lington Street. By making these two connections it will 
give better fire protection to ‘the nearby property. At 
present approximately one-half of Hutchinson Street on 
the Union Street end is supplied with a small wrought 
iron pipe that has been in use for many years. We think 
that it would be good judgment to replace this pipe with 
6” cast iron pipe and make a connection to the 6” cast 
iron main on the easterly end of the street which is now 
connected to Wachusett and Howard Streets. One new 
hydrant should be located on this street midway between 
Union and Howard Streets. 


We also recommend that a 6” cast iron pipe be laid on 
Pinehurst. Street from Anthony Street and one hydrant 
installed on the northerly end making it beneficial for 
flushing as well as for fire protection in this section. 
On account of the high elevation causing low pressure 
on this street and being supplied with only a 114” pipe, 
we feel that this work should be done as soon as 
possible 


Water Services 


Five new house connections were installed during the 
year all being, orithesiias tcement lined. type, - These 
added to the system make a total of 1,414 at the end of 
the year. 


On the several streets where the mains were renewed, 
all services were renewed in the street if they were not 
in fair condition. Several services were renewed to the 
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cellar wall and the labor and material were paid for by 
the owner of the property. 


Meters 


The majority of the meters being approximately 
25 years old, we find that they require more repairs. 
than in previous years. After the semi-annual meter 
reading period, all meters found stopped and all others. 
indicating that they were registering less than normal, 
were removed, tested and repaired. Due to the above 
condition, the cost of the maintenance of the meters is. 
greater than when they were first installed. 


Hydrants 


Two extra hydrants were added to the system, now 
making a total of 200 public hydrants. One of these was 
installed on the south side of Stubbs Street midway 
between Lee and Reid Streets. The other one was in- 
stalled on the north side of Anthony Street near Julia 
Avenue. The location of one hydrant on Lewis Avenue 
was changed and installed on the dead end to make it 
possible to flush the complete line of pipe to better 
advantage. 


All the public hydrants were tested in October. Sev- 
eral were found to be in need of repair and this was done 
as soon as the damage was discovered. We wish to 
emphasize the fact once more, as we have several times 
in the past, that no hydrant should be opened for any 
purpose without the knowledge of someone connected 
with the department. 


All the hydrants were painted once during the year. 
As far as we know, they are in good condition for the 
winter months. 


Pumping Station 


No additions were made and no special repairs done 
to the equipment during the year. The pumping station 
and the out-buildings were given a coat of paint. We 
intend to give the house a coat of paint during the 
coming year. 
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On account of supplying the Hayward mill with a sepa- 
tate system by taking water from Beaver Pond, the 
domestic or high pressure supply was considerably re- 
duced. The new low pressure mill system that .was 
installed in 1935 has worked very satisfactorily for the 
Hayward mill and also for the town by cutting down the 
hours of pumping for the domestic or high pressure 
supply. This in turn eliminated an excessive drain on 
the wells which quite noticeably felt the effects of the 
dry summer. In our opinion, one or two more wells 
installed at the present well site may be of advantage. 


Domestic Supply 


There were 198,399,000 gallons of water pumped into 
the domestic system during the year, this amount being 
46,158,000 gallons less than in the year 1935. This was 
caused, as we have mentioned before, by supplying the 
Hayward mill from Beaver Pond instead of from the 
domestic supply. The largest day’s pumping was on 
June 15, 1936, when 1,383,000 gallons were pumped. 


Mill System 


During the year “the low: pressure ‘pump déliyered 
43,047,000 gallons of water to the Hayward mill. Un- 
fortunately for the Hayward Company and the Town of 
Franklin, through no fault of this department, no water 
was furnished the mill through this system for several 
months. 


Wells 


Several of the well connections were taken out and 
cleaned. Some of the wells were cleaned from time to 
time during the summer. Considerable work was done 
on the #2 well and now it seems to be furnishing its 
normal supply of water. 


Stand Pipes 


The iron ladders on both of the stand pipes were 
painted during the summer to keep them from rusting. 
No other work was done other than mowing the grass 
and keeping the grounds in fair condition.

($34,000.00) for the maintenance and operation of the 
Water Department, including water debt and interest 
and in addition thereto, the salaries of the Water Com- 
missioners, said sum to be provided for by the transfer 
of TEN THOUSAND NINE HUNDRED FORTY- 
FOUR dollars, THIRTY-NINE cents, ($10,944.39) from 
the Water Department surplus and the balance of 
TWENTY-THREE THOUSAND, FIFTY-FIVE dollars). 
SIXTY-ONE cents, ($23,055.61) to be taken from the 
Water Department revenue of 1937. 


Sewers 


Twice during the year the dead end sewer mains were 
flushed with town water to keep them clean and free 
from any deposits that may cause clogging or obstruc- 
tion of the free flow of sewage. No main sewers were 
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found to be in bad condition. Several house connec- 
tions became clogged and most of these were cleaned by 
the department, a few being cleaned by plumbers. Seven 
new house connections were added to the system, now 
making a total of 867. 


Sewer Beds 


During the year both the Mine Brook and the Timnah 
Brook beds have been maintained and operated in prac- 
tically the same routine as in previous years. All beds 
were harrowed and the surface loosened several times 
and the necessary cleaning off of stone and sludge was 
done in the usual manner. We desire to mention the fact 
that there are five beds at the Unionville plant that have 
never been rebuilt since they were installed_in the 
year 1914. In our estimation at least one of these beds 
should be remodeled and resurfaced each year until all 
have been through the same process. 


We recommend the appropriation of SEVEN THOU- 
SAND DOLLARS ($7,000.00) for the maintenance and 
operation of the sewers and sewer beds, including the 
reconstruction of #9 bed and in addition thereto, the 
salaries of the Water and Sewer Commissioners.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen for 1936 organized by electing 
John B. Cataldo as Chairman and Sponsor Agent for 
W. P. A. Projects. Albert F. Granger placed in charge 
of the Police Department. Percy Lloy was given charge 
of the Roads. Laura F. Belleville was appointed clerk 
to the Board. 


In connection with the Police Department. With the 
vacancies of the Chief of Police, due to the death of 
Freeman G. Knowlton, Chief of Police, in January 1936 
and Sergeant Depnis J. Feeley in November 1935, a seri- 
ous problem cogfronted this Board, in choosing a new 
Chief for the Department. Several applications were 
received for the position of Chief, covering applicants 
from our own Town as well as from the other Towns in 
this vicinity. All Applicants were investigated and con- 
sidered. The final result being the unanimous choice of 
Walter Burke as Chief, and Carl Engler as Sergeant. 


Walter Burke, the newly elected Chief, was a resident 
of Franklin, Mass., a member of the State Police for 
eight years. Huis record in the State Police was excellent 
for character; habits and reputation, ability and fitness 
while in their service. He was thoroughly familiar with 
Franklin and its vicinity, having worked with the local 
Police Department in the past few years, while in the. 
State Police. 


Carl Engler, newly elected Sergeant, was a member 
of the local Department for several years and his effi- 
client service rated his promotion. 
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The appropriation of $800.00 for the Police Car. The 
cost to replace the old police car with a new Plymouth 
fully equipped Cruiser Car was $737.66, leaving a balance 
of $62.34. This Board recommends the turn in of the 
Police car each year, thereby eliminating the appropria- 
tion of a large amount of money for a new car, the 
saving of large repair bills on a used car, and making it 
possible to have a Cruiser Car in the proper condition 
to compete with modern cars used in crime. 


From the Equipment appropriation we replaced the 
old Dodge Truck used by Superintendent of Streets, with 
a new Dodge Pick up. A new GM C truck was pur- 
chased and a V type snow plow. In the event of a snow 
storm this new G M C truck equipped with V type snow 
plow will start plowing roads in the outlying district, 
at the same time as our other,equipment plow our main 
roads. Heretofore, our main roads were plowed first, 
and then our equipment was sent into the Rural Districts 
to open the roads. 


During the year the relocation of Main Street between 
Depot and Emmons Streets was completed. 


Through the generosity of the Union Light and Power 
Company, additional lights were erected, completing 
a White Way from Summer Street to Emmons Street. 


Under Chapter 90 we completed 3300 feet of road on 
Chestnut Street, this being 300 feet additional over the 
contract so as to complete road to Mill Street. Balance 
-of Chestnut Street to be completed in year 1937 . 


Under Chapter 90, we completed 13/70 feet of road on 
King Street. This completed our plans for King Street. 


In connection with improvements and repairs re- 
quested on Beech Street at last Town Meeting. To 
make the necessary improvements, it would require 
a large amount of money. We therefore, submitted a 
project to cover this work for approval of the Govern- 
ment. We have cleared all brush and trees ready for 
amprovements and have just now been advised that this 
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project will be approved for February 1937 and we will 
arrange to carry out the improvements, which consist 
of a 24 ft. road, repair two bridges, install two culverts 
and tar the road surface. 


In connection with the acceptance of Lee, Reid and 
Stubbs Streets. We have graveled all three streets, and 
tarred Reid-and StubbssStreets, Lee Street) waste: 
tarred, due to the approach of severe weather. 

As to the special appropriation to cover completion of 
Town surface drain on West Central Street through the 
properties of Clark-Cutler-McDermott Company and the 
American Felt Company. This work is well under con- 
struction and will be completed in February 1937.

To the Citizens of the Town of Franklin: 


During the year ending December 31st, 1936, fe 
has been reported to the “Board of Health 188 cases: of 
reportable diseases as follows: .

There were 2/7 cases of dog-bite, 1-cat-bite and 
1 rat-bite reported. One dog head sent to the 
Wasserman Laboratory to be examined for rabies. 
Report received was negative.

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Last May a clinic for Immunization against Diph- 
theria was held by your board and was conducted by 
the Physicians of the board, Dr. H. M. DeWolfe of the 
State Department of Public Health and the Doctors 
were assisted by your School Nurse and the District 
Nurses. About 950 pre school and school children re- 
ceived inoculations. This clinic was a successful one 
and it is the aim of the board to try and impress upon 
parents, especially those with children of pre school age, 
the importance of having them inoculated against this 
dreaded disease Diphtheria. Medical Science has gone 
a long way the last few years in getting control of 
this disease, and in order to hold this control it is the 
duty of the parent to co-operate to the fullest extent. 
Parents whose children have not received innoculations 
should have it done by their family Doctor or at the 
clinic when held. 


You will notice by this report that we have had a 
number of Gonorrhea and Syphilis cases reported, so 
many in fact that the Board feels that a word should 
be said in regard to the same. We are always greatly 
concerned over the number of Automobile accidents 
each year, but the time has come when everyone should 
be greatly alarmed at the increasing numbers of cases 
of Gonorrhea and Syphilis. These two diseases cause 
five times more permanent disability in the course of a 
wearwethan received) from automobile accidents. 11s 
time that the citizens begin to realize the seriousness 
of this undercover disease. 


Our demands for aid did not diminish this year and 
the latter part of the year additional demands have 
been made that will have to be taken care of in 1937 
which will call for an increased budget over 1936. This 
aid refers to Tuberculosis cases.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Franklin: 


Your School Committee hereby respectfully submits 
its annual report as well as the reports of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, the Principals of our High and 
Junior High Schools and the Supervisors of several of 
our special departments. 


The year 1936 was a very busy year for the members 
of the School Committee witnessing as it did the repair 
of the fire damage and alterations at the Ray School, 
together with the construction of a new building at the 
Four Corners and a three room addition to the High 
School building. The details of the work on the Ray 
School will be found in the report of the Superintendent 
of Schools, and the School Building Committee will 
report in due time on the construction of the new Four 
Corners building and the High School addition. We 
would like to say at this time, however, that we consider 
the town very fortunate to have secured these urgently 
needed additions at this time when the Federal Govern- 
ment contributed 45% of their cost and just before con- 
struction costs began to rise very sharply. The School 
Committee’s report for 1928 mentioned the need for a 
new building, and this building is a splendid addition to 
our school facilities. It was the opinion of one govern- 
ment official that the town had secured more for its 
money in this building than any other town in this 
district. 


It is planned by your Committee, if the Bellingham 
pupils are withdrawn from our High School, to make the 
Ray School once more available for the use of the grades. 
By so doing, the old Thayer School could be closed, 
which is gr-atly to be desired as it is a very expensive. 
building to maintain and our small children deserve to 
be housed in better quarters.

The: routine of our schools was considerably upset 
during 1936 due to closing of the Ray School, the re- 
placement of the Four Corners School, and the High 
School addition. Both our teachers and students accepted 
the handicaps and inconveniences, however, and carried 
on without a murmur of discontent, all of which was 
greatly appreciated by the School Committee. We believe 
that we have a very efficient corps of teachers and our 
young people graduating from High School to enter 
college or the business world have shown themselves 
capable of holding their own in competition with the 
youth from any other locality. 


Finally, we wish to commend to the citizens of Frank- 
lin the report of the Superintendent which shows the 
work done in our schools in considerable detail and we 
believe that it might be read to advantage by all those 
who contribute to the support of our schools, or are in 
any way interested in them.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Franklin: 


My nineteenth annual report as Superintendent of 
your schools is submitted for your consideration, to- 
gether with the reports of the senior and junior high 
school principals, the school physician and nurse, and the 
usual statistical data. 


Schools opened in September under more favorable 
conditions than for many years. Eight new classrooms 
were available, four at the Ray Building for high school, 
and four at Four Corners for elementary school pur- 
poses. Only two changes occured in our teaching staff 
and the number of pupils enrolled was slightly less in the 
grades than last year. 


Teacher Changes 


The two resignations occured in the commercial de- 
partment of the high school. Miss Agnes E. Sheehan, a 
teacher of eight years’ experience, accepted a position 
in her home town of Uxbridge. Miss E. Frances Wash- 
burn, a teacher with five years’ experience, received an 
offer at a higher salary in the Everett High School. 


Both of these vacancies were filled by promising local 
candidates without regular teaching experience. At the 
Theron Metcalf building, Miss Helen L. Leary was trans- 
ferred to a position as teacher of the Opportunity Class 
from eighth grade English. Miss Margaret L. Thoren 
was transferred from seventh to eighth grade English 
and Miss Margaret Lennon was transferred from the 
Opportunity Class to the seventh grade English position. 
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ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


There were 1,/57 different pupils enrolled in the 
schools during the year ending in June, 1936. Of this 
number, 555 were in high school and 1,202 in the first 
eight grades. The past fall the enrollment dropped to 
1,725, of which 568 were in the high school and 1,157 
in the grades. This is an increase of 13 in the high school 
and a decrease of 45 in the grades. 


The attendance record this fall has been much higher 
than for several years. The average attendance in the 
high school has been 520 pupils daily, and in the grades 
1,068. This is an increase of 43 in the high school and a 
decrease of 30 in the grades over the figures for the year 
ending in June, 1936, 


The improvement in attendance is very gratifying as 
it shows that the health of the pupils has been very good 
and that they have been interested in and regular at 
school. 


New School Building at Four Corners 


At the opening of schools in September, the new, 
modern, brick school building at Four Corners was avail- 
able for use although the new furniture had not arrived 
and been installed, and the grading not completed around 
the building. Temporary arrangements were made in 
regard to the furniture until the new furniture arrived. 
Under the able and interested direction of Tree Warden, 
John Stobbart, the grounds were soon leveled and sur- 
faced or seeded as desired and walks constructed. 


The erection of this fine brick building which harmo- 
~nizes so well with the lot on which it is located, pro- 
vides four classrooms for the children in the first four 
erades in that district. The old wooden building which 
was replaced had only two rooms and for many years 
children above the second grade have been obliged to 
attend grades three and four either at the Theron Met- 
calf or Horace Mann buildings which were occupied 
mainly by much older pupils. The new accommodations 
not only give the junior high school pupils two more

rooms at the Theron Metcalf building, but also lessens 
the distance that most of the. third and fourth grade 
children have to walk to school. It is hoped that money 
will be made available to construct a new fence around 
the grounds more in keeping with the new building than 
the old fence that temporarily has been reerected. 


Ray School Building 


Early in the year an adjustment was made with the 
insurance companies in regard to the loss at the Ray 
School fire, an architect appointed, plans made, a special 
town meeting held and the necessary money appropri- 
ated or made available for the school committee to exe) 
ahead and repair the building. When the high school 
opened in September the interior of this building had 
been practically rebuilt, refinished, and many improve- 
ments made to meet the new requirements of the State 
Department of Inspection, as well as to add to the use- 
fulness of the building and the safety of the pupils. This 
building, like the new building at Four Corners, is 
modern i in every respect and provides the latest improve- 
ments in classroom design, plumbing, heating, and 
ventilation. 


By having the four rooms at the Ray School building 
available for the overflow of high school pupils it was no 
longer necessary to use the Portable and the room at the 
Thayer School building for high school classes. The 
Portable is now used in connection with the shop for 
storage and finishing purposes and the room at the 
Thayer School for the second grade pupils. 


New High School Addition 


The summer vacation proved to be too short a time 
to complete the construction of the three room addition 
on the rear of the third floor at the High School build- 
ing. The construction of these three rooms made it 
necessary to renew the ceilings of the three rooms below, 
as well as to make changes in the walls of the two rooms 
to the east on the second and third floors. It was only 
with difficulty that these five old rooms were made 
usable for classroom purposes when school opened in 
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September. The pupils, teachers, and janitors at the High 
School building have shown a fine spirit of cooperation 
in carrying on their work while construction has been 
going on during the fall months and are to be com- 
mended for their fine spirit. One of the new rooms has 
been equipped and used for Drawing purposes for several 
weeks and new furniture was installed in the other two 
rooms during the Christmas vacation. With these three 
additional rooms in use at the high school it will be no 
longer necessary to use the auditorium, homemaking 
rooms, and shop for recitation and study purposes. 


The new Four Corners building and the high school 
addition have been constructed under the Federal Works 
Progress Administration which grants 45 percent of 
their cost. The seven rooms made available by these two 
projects, plus the four rooms by the Ray School repairs, 
gives us eleven more rooms than we had when schools 
closed last June. These additional rooms have relieved 
the crowded conditions that have existed for the past 
few years. Our children are now housed and do their 
school work under better material conditions than they 
have had for several years. The townspeople, building 
committee, and school committee may well feel proud 
of the new accommodations that have been provided. 


Physical and Recreation Work 


Since 1926 every boy and girl, except those excused, 
in the senior and junior high schools have regular class 
work in Physical Education twice a week. In the ‘ele- 
mentary schools this work is carried on daily by the 
home room teachers under the direction of Miss Beane, 
who devotes two afternoons a week to supervising the 
grade work. The following taken from the reports of 
Miss Beane and Mr. Laundry give more information in 
regard to the work they are doing: 


“In the grades, whenever weather permitted, the work 
was carried on out of doors. It consisted of marching, 
story plays, rhythm, singing dances and games for the 
first three grades. In the next three grades, games ot 
higher organization were played, such as kickball and 
baseball. The rest of their program included marching 


and exercises. 
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“The junior high school work consisted of posture 
work, track, volley ball and kickball. A volley ball and 
kickball tournament was carried on among the various 
divisions. Posture cards were sent home, a check-up 
made, and improvement noted. 


“In high school a basketball tournament is being run 
off with 85 girls taking active part. About 35 girls are 
out for the varsity team, making the total number of 
girls playing basketball well over 100. Indoor work in 
the high school consists of the following: marching, 
exercises, corrective work, tap, folk and ballroom danc- 
ing, heavy and hand apparatus work and games. 


“At the junior high school, captain ball, volley ball, 
baseball, and touch football leagues were conducted 
among the boys with small rewards and prizes given the 
winning teams. Posture exercises were given at various 
intervals. 


“The high school program contained indoor and out- 
door baseball, tag football, basketball, and many minor 
games. 


“The Boys Physical Association, limited to 30 boys, 
met every Saturday morning, starting November first, 
under my direction. Extra work on apparatus and games 
have been given these boys.” 


The Horace Mann Centennial 


The present school year marks the Centennial of the 
creation of the Massachusetts Board of Education and 
the appointment of Horace Mann, its first secretary. 

In order that the people of Franklin, the birthplace of 
Horace Mann, may know what is being done to honor its 
native son, I will give a brief account of the Centennial 
Committee's: plans and program. | 


The Horace Mann Centennial Celebration was con-. 
ceived and sponsored by the National Education Associa- 
tion of the United States and will be nation wide in 
scope. The Association has appointed a special commit- 
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tee on the Horace Mann Centennial to serve as a clearing 
house for information and plans. Payson Smith of 
Brookline, Massachusetts is chairman and Joy Elmer 
Morgan of Washington, D. C. is secretary of this com- 
mittee. This committee is composed of leading educators 
of the country and all state superintendents of education. 
This committee has prepared and recommends the fol- 
lowing calendar of events for observing the Horace 
Mann Centennial : 


1. October 16-17, 1936. Dedication of bronze statue 
of Horace Mann, similar to the one in front of the State 
House,, Boston, on the campus of Antioch College, 
Yellow Springs, Ohio where Horace Mann served as the 
first president, and a discussion by leaders of American 
thought of the topic, “The Function of Education in a 
Democracy’. 


2. February 20-25, 1937. Special program giving 
particular attention to the life and work of Horace Mann 
at the convention of the Department of Superintendence 


of the N. E. A. 


3. May 4, 1937. Appropriate exercises for the obser- 
vance of Horace Mann’s birthday in all schools and com- 
munities throughout the nation. 


4, May and June, 1937. Emphasis on Horace Mann’s 
life and service in school commencement programs. 


5. June 27-July 1, 1937. Special program at the Con- 
vention of the National Education Association commem- 
orating the anniversary on which Horace Mann took up 
his duties as Secretary of the Massachusetts Board of 


Education. 


6. November 7-13, 1937. American Education Week. 
Centennial to be brought to a climax in a nation wide 
effort to bring the ideals of Horace Mann before the 
people of the country. 
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7. Newspapers, magazines and the radio are urged to 
disseminate throughout the country during the Centen- 
nial year information concerning the life of Horace 
Mann. 


8. Parent-Teacher Associations throughout the coun- 
try are requested to devote at least one meeting during 
1937 to a study of the life and educational ideals of 
Horace Mann. 


9. Civic and professional groups are asked to give 
appropriate recognition at their meetings to the pioneer 
service of Horace Mann. 


10. Each state education association is urged to make 
plans for the celebration in its state including the pub- 
lication of suitable material for special addresses at the 
1937 conventions. 


11. State Teachers Colleges and schools of education 
throughout the country are urged to give special recog- 
nition to his work in establishing the first normal schools 
in America. 


From the above calendar it can be seen that the major 
objective in the plans of the committee is to inform the 
pupils, teachers, parents and the American Public about 
Horace Mann and his great contribution to the cause of 
education in America. 


The Massachusetts State Department of Education has 
already appointed a committee who are working on a 
Horace Mann Centennial Program for the _ schools 
throughout the state. A pamphlet of ‘suggestions and 
references is in preparation and will be ready for distri- 
bution in mimeographed form in February. Communica- 
tions concerning the work of this state committee may 
be addressed to the Department Chairman and Commit- 
tee Secretary, Mr -Robert:Os'Small, Room212, State 
House, Boston. 


Locally the Business Men’s Association has appointed 
a Horace Mann Centennial Committee with Mr. Mat- 
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thew VanLeeuwen, chairman. A committee with Mr. 
Albert T. Patty as chairinan is working out a program 
for the local school department. 


These committees working in cooperation with the 
National and State Committees will see that the town of 
Horace Mann’s birth and early boyhood fittingly ob- 
serves the Centennial Celebration in honor of its distin- 
guished son. 


In order that information in regard to Horace Mann’s 
life may'be available, the National Home Library Associ- 
ation, Washington, D. C. has published a book entitled 
“Horace Mann, His Ideas and Ideals’. This book of 150 
pages can be obtained at cost, twenty-five cents. The 
inspiring book, “The Life of Horace Mann” by his wife, 
Mary Mann, will soon be available for the libraries of the 
country. This biography of 600 pages was first published 
in 1865, and reprinted in 1881, but for several years has 
been out of print. 


Salaries 


The recommendation of the Finance Committee and 
the action of the voters made it possible for the School 
Committee to increase salaries on an average of 5.6 
percent for the school year beginning in September, 
1936. The annual increments of $75.00 to $100.00 were 
restored to teachers who had not reached the maximum, 
and the maximums were increased to within $100.00 of 
what they had formerly been for teachers receiving less 
than $1,800.00. Slight adjustments upward were made 
for principals, supervisors, and teachers receiving more 


than $1,800.00. 7 


In adjusting and increasing the salaries for the year 
beginning in September, 1936, the largest increases were 
given to teachers in the lower salary brackets and the 
smallest increases for teachers in the upper salary 
brackets. 


Below is a table showing the total salaries of princi- 
pals, supervisors, and teachers and the average salary for 
the past six years. 
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Year Total Salaries Av. yearly Salary 
1931 $86,471.73 S510 
1932 81,557.59 1,430.83 
1933 (SH 217A 1,282.84 
1934 68,646.59 1,204.33 
1935 74,300.00 1,303.52 
1936 77,960.00 1,360.70 


The annual average teacher’s salary decreased from 
$1,517.05 in 1931 to $1,204.33 in 1934, a total average 
decrease of $312.72. Since 1934, the average salary has 
increased from $1,204.33 to $1,360.70 in 1936, an average 
increase of $156.38. The average salary in 1936 is still 
$156.35 less than it was in 1931. From the above it is 
seen that in the past two years, a little more than half 
the cuts have been restored to the average teacher’s 
salary in Franklin. 


In the fall of 1935 a petition was presented by the 
Franklin Teachers’ Club that each teacher’s yearly sal- 
ary be paid on a 12 months basis instead of a 10 months 
basis as had been the practice for several years. After 
considering the matter and sending a questionaire to all 
the teachers, the School Committee decided to allow the 
teachers to receive their salary for the January to July, 
1936 period either in 12 or 16 semi-monthly payments 
as each teacher should desire, payments to be made on 
the 15th and 30th of each month. By the latter plan the 
teachers received 1/16 instead of 1/12 of the salary due 
them each payment, but received payments during July 
and August instead of having them stop on June 30th 
as they did for teachers on the 12 payment plan. 


Beginning with September, 1936 as.a large majority 
of teachers favored receiving payments semi-monthly 
throughout the year, the teachers have been paid twice 
monthly, receiving 1/24 of their yearly salary on the 15th 
and 30th of each calendar month. By this plan the tea- 
chers have received during the fall term 8/24ths of their 
annual salary instead of 8/20ths of their annual salary 
as formerly. The difference between 8/20ths and 8/24ths. 
of their annual salary is SN ap and amounts to $5,167.04. 
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This sum of $5,167.04 has been turned back to the town 
by the School Department which is requesting that it 
be added to the school appropriation for 1937. 


The plan of paying teachers during the 12 calendar 
months of the year instead of the 10 months that school 
is in session has been adopted in many places and seems 
to be growing in favor among teachers. 


Conclusion 


Much that determines a person’s usefulness in life is 
governed by the habits formed in youth. The extent to 
which good character and high ideals of service are being 
developed among our boys and girls by our schools may 
not be realized for many years. Earnest efforts have been 
made to take advantage of the many opportunities that 
occur in our school activities to instill in our youth high 
ideals of individual conduct and behavior and to develop 
proper respect for the rights of others and for consti- 
tuted authority. 


Whatever success has been attained is due to the active 
cooperation of all concerned. Your Superintendent 
wishes to express his gratitude to the school personnel 
and especially to the members of the Building and School 
Committees who have given so freely of their time and 
thought for the welfare of the schools during the past 
year.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
HIGH SCHOOL 
TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


The following is my report as Principal of the Frank- 
lin High School for 1936. | 


During the past year the lack of classroom and study 
hall space has handicapped and inconvenienced school 
work, but since the opening of the remodelled Ray 
School in September, 1936 conditions have been much 
better for both pupils and teachers. 


When the furniture is installed in the addition to the 
main building, the school will have adequate room for 
all classes. 


The inconvenience of pupils passing from the Ray 
School to the main building for various classes still 
exists, and loss of class time necessary. 


Tuition and Transported Students 


There are 112 recitations and study halls conducted 
during our daily schedule. We have 109 students who 
live outside of Franklin, 105 from Bellingham and 4 
from Norfolk. 


Fifty-six pupils are transported by the Harris Busses 
and 39 by the Johnson Bus Lines each day, giving a 
total of 208 pupils who are transported to High School. 


Musical Classes 


The musical organizations of the school are having an 
excellent year. The School band under the direction of 
Mr. Ames has attracted much attention for the excel- 
lence of its work, recently broadcasting from Station 
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WAAB and twelve allied stations and also playing 
several concerts outside of school. 


Many boys and girls want opportunity to join the 
band, but lack of instruments prevent them from becom- 
ing members. The junior and senior bands have a com- 
bined enrollment of fifty-five members. 


Athletic Activities 


Our school athletic teams have attracted many boys 
and girls and a schedule of games has been carried on in 
each activity. 


The Athletic Association has had difficulty in meeting 
its financial obligations during the past three or four 
years due to a falling off in gate receipts, and a larger 
number of pupils taking part in this department, who 
require equipment. 


With aid of donated money other than that received 
for admission, we hope that the first of the year will 
see the Association clear of debt. 


New Classes 


Much interest is being shown by the boys who are in 
the newly organized “Metal Work” class and the articles 
they have made show sincere effort and much industry. 


Our Italian course is in its second year and we again 
have a class of beginners and in addition a second year 
class. These classes are doing good work and the subject 
seems to have established itself permanently in the High 
School. ; 


In our Civic Course we have added a class in penman- 
ship which meets each day. Pupils in this class have made 
much progress since the beginning. This class is intended 
to improve the writing of that group of pupils who 
write illegibly. 
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Standing of the School 


We have maintainéd our standing as a Class A school 
with the State Department of Education, and our certi- 
fication privilege with the New England College 
Entrance Certificate Board. Many schools not affliated 
with the above named organizations have given our 
school the certificate privilege. 


All our graduates in college are doing good work, 
which stands as a testimonial of the excellent teaching 
staff that has served the school for many years. 

A large number have signified their intentions of 
attending college next year, and it is with pleasure that 
we can assure them entrance without examination. 


Horace Mann Year 


On account of Franklin being the birthplace of Horace 
Mann, we are planning to take particular notice of the 
Mann Centennial this year by a pageant in June, and 
also appropriate exercises for his birthday. 


The local committee has designated our high school 
as Horace Mann headquarters for any visitors who may 
come to Franklin during the “Centennial”. The Manual 
Training Department of the High School is going to 
make several permanent signs to be placed about the’ 
town at places of interest and connected with Horace 
Mann. 


Courses of Instruction Offered 


Our College Course has functioned in excellent manner 
and all students sent from high school have been success- 
ful in their college work. The number electing the Col- 
lege Course has been growing smaller for the past four 
years. 


The Business Course has increased in enrollment 
accordingly as the College Course has become smaller. 
Many pupils are prepared here for general office work 
each year. A great many of these eraduates are holding 
positions in offices in Franklin. 
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The General Course has the largest number of pupils 
and has been strengthened this year by adding more 
required subjects than it has had before this year. 

In the Civic Course we are offering two years of study, 
and to those pupils who remain in school longer, the 
General Course offers suitable subjects. 


New Equipment 


The new fire escape at the rear of the building has 
aided very much in speeding up our fire drills and making 
the building safer in event of a fire. 


The change in the heating system has almost elimin- 
ated cold rooms at the beginning of school, which is very 
pleasing to both teachers and pupils. 


The School Library 


This past year has seen the greatly needed High 
School Library become a reality. The Manual Training 
department has constructed the necessary book shelves, 
and last September, a library class of sixteen Junior and 
Senior pupils was organized. These students are receiv- 
ing thorough instruction and practice in the various 
details of library science. To date they have accessioned, 
shelf listed, classined and numbered according to the 
Mewey, Decimal System, and shellacked nearly 1;100 
books. The Newark charging system has been installed. 
Library hours are from 8:10 until 3:30 each school day. 
Student Librarians are continually in charge—before 
school to receive books, during each of the six class 
periods to have full charge of the discipline and bene- 
ficial use of library facilities, and after school to give 
greater opportunity for study and reference work. 


Due to the increased circulation of books at the Frank- 
lin Public Library, additional afternoon assistance was 
needed. The student Librarians have responded free of 
charge. Two students assist each afternoon during the 
two busiest hours. By June, 1937 each Librarian will 
have given approximately one month’s service. 
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The school is greatly indebted to the Classes of 1934, 
1935, and 1936 for their gifts of money which have made 
possible the purchase of so many desirable English 
books. It also appreciates the regular donations of educa- 
tional magazines which a few public-spirited citizens 
are making. | 7 


The new year brings with it the task of developing a 
complete card catalog. It should also bring the develop- 
ment of a course on how to use the Library—a short» 
course required for all students in the school. Although 
this work is hindered by the lack of a full-timed paid — 
Librarian devoting her entire efforts to the field, it is 
hoped that some progress may be made in showing the 
students that an intelligent use of a good Library is a 
benefit, and an excellent use of leisure time. 


One thousand thirty-three books are on the Library 
list at the present time, and approximately 150 pupils 
make use of the Library each day.

Our club work this year has been devoted entirely to 
Junior Red Cross Work. Each club has worked very 
hard, and at Christmas time, each one contributed to the 
Christmas boxes which were sent to the Veterans’ Hos- 
pital in Rutland. We also made Menu cards which were 
sent to the United States Navy Boat, Charleston, and 
contributed gifts to the members of the Town Infirmary.

I herewith submit my report for the year ending 
December 31, 1936, which completes 30 years of service 
as School Physician.

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Notices of these defects have been sent to the parents 
or guardians. A larger number of defects were noted 
than in 1935. This increase was largely among the under- 
nourished and dental cases. There was also noted a large 
number of cases of Acne especially in the senior class of 
the High School. There has been an increase of 200% in 
the cases of undernourished children, and how can it be 
otherwise. Families of 5, 6, and 7 or more have been 
obliged to live (or should I say exist) on wages of $12.00 
to $15.00 per week. To properly feed and clothe them is 
impossible. Undernourishment is the result. Tuberculosis 
is largely a nutritional disease, and as surely as the night 
follows the day, many of our undernourished will be the 
victims. It was a misfortune that the school lunch had 
to be discontinued when most needed. Owing to the 
crowded conditions in the High School, the lunch room 
was in use when needed for the preparation of the food, 
and also many of those who needed the lunch could not 
pay for it. It would add much to the health and well 
being of the pupils in the first five grades if they could 
have a warm lunch at the noon hour. Undernourished 
children do not as a rule make as good progress in their 
school work as those who are well nourished. There 
would be less repeaters if they were well fed. It seems to 
be the desire of some parents to send their children to 
school at the earliest moment. This is not only detri- 
mental to health but makes some of our schools but little 
more than a day nursery. They are trying to develop the 
brain and are taking it out of the body.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE TO THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Bear Sir: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1936. 


The Health Program in the schools was a busy one 
during the year 1936. In addition to our regular routine 
program, extra check-ups were needed due to several 
cases of Scarlet Fever and German Measles. 


The yearly chest clinics, by, the State Department of 
Health and the Norfolk County Hospital, were held in 
March and April. In May and June the local Board of 
Health sponsored an Immunization Clinic which was held 
in the schools. At this time 947 school children and 268 
pre-school children were inoculated against Diphtheria. 


dhe Dental .Clinie, treated ,118 -children, taking the 
majority of cases from the first five grades with emer- 
gencies from other grades. 


For a period of eight weeks, one-half pint bottles of 
milk were provided daily for 84 children in the schools 
who needed it physically and financially. Many thanks 
are to be given to the Teachers’ Club and Fire and Police 
Departments for putting on benefits for the Milk Fund 
and Dental Clinic. The Teachers’ Club turned over $50.00 
and the Police and Fire Departments $135.90 to this fund. 


The Rotary Club, Christmas Seal Fund, and Fletcher 
Fund contributed toward sending two children to the 
summer health camp for a period of eight weeks. One 
generous contribution for the Dental Clinic was a check 
for $25.00 raised by the Junior Dramatic Club under the 
able direction of Mrs. Susie Rich. The Junior Red Cross, 
King’s Daughters, and other organizations which helped 
our Clinics in any way are indeed to be thanked. Without 
the co-operation of townspeople and teachers our Health 
Program would suffer.
